‘Army of conquest’ move 
defeated in Knesset

A brief round of heckling be~- 
tween Melr Pa’ (Moked) and the 
Likud benches punctuated an other- 
wise low-key Knesset discussion yes- 
terday evening of three army-related 
topics that arose in the form of 
urgent motions for the agendas. 

The exchange came when Pa’'il 
sought to keep alive in committee 
& Motion submitted by Rakah MK. 
Tawfiq Toubi bitterly criticizing the 
activities of the Military Govern- 
tment in the administered areas, and 
calling the LDF. an “army of con- 
quest.”

At this point, Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan returned to the ros- 
trum to point out that no officer 
of the rank of regimental command- 
er, such as Pa'il’s at the time, was 


in the army as part of his com- 
pulsory service, and he could not 
elaim he was being forced into the 
role of “conqueror.”

HAIFA. — Three Damascus Jews 
arrested three years ago have 
been kept incommunicado for the 
past six months and all attempts 
to visit them have failed, ac- 
cording to travellers who visited 
Syria recently. 

The three men are Josef Sewd, 
Josef Chaim Atari and a man 
whose name is either Elia or 
Eliahu, all natives of Damascus. 
The first two are young shop- 
keepers who ran family bust- 
nesses in the Jewish quarter, the 
latter a prominent Jewish com- 
munity worker, 

They were arrested on allega- 
tions of “activities on behalf of 
Zioniam and emigration.” The 
Jewish community engaged law- 
yers on their behalf and inter- 
national organizations intervened 
to obtain their release or public 
trial.

NIXON PROLONGS THE 
WATERGATE AGONY 


By ANTHONY SAMPSON 


‘WASHINGTON (Ofns). — 
ΤῈ an emphatic conclusion te his 
‘State of the Union message, Pre- 
sident Nixon insisted that “one year 
of Watergate is enongh.” And many 
besides his supporters would agree 
with him. Yet once again a new 
stage in the Watergate mystery was 
in the process of unfolding, and it 
was largely of the President’s own 
instigation. 

Xt had ‘begun earlier in the month 
when Senate Republican leader Hugh 
Seott announced that, on the evi- 
dence he had been shown in the 
White House, John Dean, the Presi- 
dent's former counsel, has ‘been 
guilty of perjury: and Vice-Presi- 
dent Ford had corroborated this 
view, while admitting that he had 
not actually looked at the trans- 
ertpts. 

The question of Dean's perjury 
was, of course, of immense import- ed 
ance, since Dean's testimony last 
June, accusing the President of 
having known about the Watergate 
cover-up, remaing the most damag- 
ing published evidence against Nix- 
on, 

What is remarkable about this 
new mystery, as about so many 
earlier Watergate mysteries, is that 
it was stirred up by the President 
himself; and that while he has in- 
sisted that “one year of Watergate 
is enongh,” he has been doing more 
than anyone to prolong the agony. 
Partly he has done it by withholding 
tapes and documents until the last 
moment; but he has also repeatedly 
stirred up new controversy by the 
counterblasts from himself or his 
supporters. 

It has been the President's repeat- 
ed insistence that he is about to 
vindicate himself, followed by his 


inability to do so, which bas provid- 
ed the continuous suspense and puz- 
zlement which has made the Water- 
gate case so inescapable, From 
“Operation Candour” last November 
to the President's tex disclosures to 
the White Papers on ITT and the 
milk ἸΟΡΏν, each new vindication 
has only raised more questions: end 
the protestations of Hugh Scott and 
Gerald Ford are now raising more. 


‘Why has the President felt impell- 
ed to fight back so dangerously, 
when silence would have made it 
so much easier to forget Watergate? 
Some evidence has leaked out from 
the White House (some of it from a 
just-resigned speech-writer, John 
‘Andrews) which suggests ‘thet these 
tactks provoked a major dispute 
within the White House. On the one 
hand, Henry Kissinger and General 
Haig (who succeeded Gob Haldeman 
be the President's chief aide) advis- 

‘the President to admit his mis- 
takes more honestly, and to break 
all connections with his former 
aides. On the other hand, Nixon's 
‘Press Secretary, Ronald Ziegler (the 
one senior relic from the 


“turn Watergate into 2 plus.” Tt is 
Ziegier’s hand that has been evident 
in each phase of the President’s 
counter-attacks. 


Nixon’s own instinct, boo, tarougs: 
out his political career, has 

to fight back fiercely. ite tas τὰ 
ways attributed much of his success 
to his capacity for lonely battle and 
it is this conviction no doubt that 
makes him now so insistent on not 
resigning. But the need to fight back 
now seems to be far exceeding its 
usefulness, for it seems to have de- 
generated into a pattern of over- 
reacting.

INTERVIEW WITH WEST BERLIN MAYOR KLAUS SCHUTZ 


The city that’s still divided
